Sierra Madre Chief of Police Bill Betts 
reports that the 1985 “Financial Respon¬ 
sibility” law goes into effect Jan. 1,1988, 
requiring all vehicle owners to have in¬ 
surance on their vehicles. 

Evidence of insurance (financial res¬ 
ponsibility) must be shown to any officer 
(California Highway Patrol or other law 


agency) who stops a driver for any viola¬ 
tion. The officer notes on the citation the 
results of the request to see evidence. 
In the absence of insurance evidence, 
the driver will be cited under the Violation 
Section 16028A of the California Vehicle 
Code(CVC).

DUIs — high cost 
in personal tragedy 


Although the fine for 
a first drunk driving con¬ 
viction in California 
ranges from $390 to 
$1000, the cost to motor¬ 
ists may be much greater 
according to the Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles. 

It is estimated that the. 
out-of-pocket cost to a 
defendant convicted of 
a first DUI offense 
averages more than $2000. 
But, the department 
asks motorists to consider 
these and other financial 
and personal problems 


which can be the im¬ 
mediate result of an 
arrest for DUI or 
“Driving under the in¬ 
fluence.” 

• You may be hand¬ 
cuffed and booked 
as a criminal. 

• Your arrest will be 
publicized locally. 

• Your insurance 
premium may in¬ 
crease drastically. 

• If you hire an 
attorney, there will 
be legal fees. 


• You may have to 
pay towing and im¬ 
poundment fees. 

• You will probably 
lose work time and 
pay. 

• You may have 
your license sus¬ 
pended for six 
months. 

• And, .you may 
spend up to six 
months behind bars. 

According to Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol 
figures, drivers under 


35 years of age were 
responsible for more than 
two-thirds of the 45,686 
fatal injury accidents 
involving drinking drivers 
in California. Although 
drunk driving con¬ 
victions affect everyone, 
those in their teens, 20s 
and 30s may have the 
most to lose in the long 
term. Early in their 
lives, careers, or mar¬ 
riages they face a lasting 
stigma of shortening or 
ending another’s 
marriage, career or life.

the law and to obtain insurance. That 
moratorium was raised in 1986 and con¬ 
venes Jan. 1,1988. 

Again, Betts reminds every vehicle 
owner that he or she must have auto 
insurance and must keep evidence of that 
insurance in each vehicle as of Jan. 1,1988. 


If false information is given, Betts 
states, the vehicle owner is subject to 
being cited and driving privileges sus¬ 
pended, and a misdemeanor complaint 
may be filed for Violation Section 16029 
Sub A of the CVC.

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Lower interest rates via ARMs 


Huntington Drive protect completed 


Slightly lower average 
interest rates resulting 
from an increased use of 
Adjustable Rate 
Mortgages (ARMs) by 
homebuyers helped 
October’s Housing Af¬ 
fordability Index remain 
on an even keel for the 
third consecutive 
month, despite an in¬ 
crease in the median 
price of a home. 

According to the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of 
REALTORS, (C.A.R.) 
31 percent of California 
households could afford 
to buy the median-priced 
existing single-family 
home in October — the 
same percentage as the 
two previous months. 

Although the state¬ 
wide median price of a 
home rose .6 percent 
from $143,882 in Septem¬ 
ber to $144,786 in Octo¬ 
ber, average interest 
rates for conventional 
mortgage loans dropped 
slightly from 9.29 per¬ 
cent in early September 
to 9.26 percent during 
the first week of October, 
according to figures 
from the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 

“Increasing numbers 
of California homebuy¬ 
ers have had to use ARMs 
rather than fixed-rate 
mortgages to finance 
a home purchase,” said 
C.A.R. President 
Jack Paulson. “The 
net effect of this choice 
in October was that 
the average mortgage in¬ 
terest rate fell, and this 
decline compensated for 
recent increases in the 
median' price. Had the 
trend toward using an 
arm not occurred, 
substantially fewer 


households would have 
been able to purchase a 
home.” 

C.A.R. Chief Econo¬ 
mist Joel Singer noted 
that, “Although lower 
interest rates resulting 
from the increased use of 
discounted initial-rate 
adjustable mortgages 
have been the primary 
factor in preventing 
the affordability index 
from dipping any further, 
the general strength of 
the California economy 
has also maintained the 
pool of potential home- 
buyers. Without a strong 
state economy, Califor¬ 
nia’s already low level 
of affordability would 
be a major obstacle to 
home sales.” 

In the state’s major 
regions, the affordability 
index also remained al¬ 
most unchanged from 
September, with the 
exception of Sacramento. 

In the Sacramento area, 
a drop in the median 
home price pushed the 
affordability index up 
sharply from 49 percent 
in September to 52 per¬ 
cent in October. Octo¬ 
ber’s median price fell 
4.5 percent from a 
$91,667 price in Septem¬ 
ber to $87,556. To quali¬ 
fy to purchase that home, 
a household needed an 
annual income of $27,098 
to afford monthly pay¬ 
ments of$667. 

The Housing 
Affordability Index for 
the San Diego region in¬ 
creased to 30 percent in 
October, up from 29 
percent in September, 
the median price of a 
home fell to $131,232 in 
October, down 1.9 per¬ 
cent trom September’s 


median price of $133,766. 
The minimum house¬ 
hold income to qualify 
for the median-priced 
home in October was 
$40,615, with monthly 
payments of $1,015. 

Forty-three percent of 
households in the River¬ 
side/San Bernardino re¬ 
gion would have quali¬ 
fied for the median- 
priced home in October, 
down from 44 percent in 
September. 

The October median 
price was up 1.7 percent to 
$102,303 in October 
from $100,545 in Septem¬ 
ber. At the October 


price, a household needed 
a minimum annual in¬ 
come of $31,662, with 
payments of $792 each 
month. 

In the Los Angeles and 
Orange County regions, 
the affordability index 
remained, unchanged for 
the third straight month, 
C.A.R. reported. 

Twenty-seven percent 
of Los Angeles-area 
households could afford 
to pay $147,037 for the 
median-priced home 
in October — the same 
percentage as in 
August and September. 


The Huntington Drive 
Business Center II on the 
northeast corner of Hun¬ 
tington Drive and Myrtle 
Avenue has recently been 
completed and is 100 
percent leased.

Tall trees often lorm 
a barrier that prevents 
Hying burning materials 
from reaching buildings. 
Dense screens of irrigated 
ground covers such as 
ivy or ice plant usually 
do not carry fire, thus 


keeping it at a distance 
from buildings. 

A wide choice of plants 
with a high moisture 
content are available 
for use in irrigated land- 
sea p i n g. However, 
caution must be used 
in placing coniferous 
evergreens and some 
resinous plants. 

Iti Los Angeles area 
brush fires, well pi imcd, 
c I e a n 1 y tn a i ti t a i ti e d 
irrigated landscapes hold 
up remarkably well. 
Ground covers, es¬ 
pecially the succulents, 
generally do not carry 
fire. Eugetiias per¬ 
form well, although old 
clippings and dead 
branches that are left 
iti hedges create a fire 


hazard. Hedges often 
are badly charred on one 
side, but remain green 
on the other. Oleanders 
are also quite resistant to 
flames. 

Many different 
species of pines, junipers, 
cedars and other conifers 
do not ignite and burn, 
even though they may be 
killed by fire. Paltns arc 
particularly resistant, 
although the “skirts” of 
old leaves on palms |?UTn 
badly. They should be 
removed each season. 

The foliage of tender 
plants with large leaves, 
such as philodendrotis, 
arc severely damaged by 
heat at distance that pro¬ 
duces tto visible hartn to 
foliage ol woody plants.
